THE WORLD OF WHEAT 

(By H. C. L. Strange) 

-1 I I-

The eyes of the wheat world 
at this moment are gazing anx¬ 
iously at the crops now growing 
in the United States and in 
danadn* 

The yield of the Canadian 
crop will depend mainly upon 
the rain that fell last fall, : nd 
in addition, will fall duriing the 
present growing season. 

If this total precipitation 
should be up to the average, 
then the Western wheat crop 
will probably be of average size. 
(With certain alllowwnces, of 
course, for damage from hail 
insects plant diseases, etc.) 
what is the rainfall situation at 
this moment? Records from 
hundreds of rain gauges indi¬ 
cate that for Manitoba the total 
average precipitation, fall and 
growing season combined, now 
is |M*r cent normal, for Sask¬ 
atchewan 66 ]>er cent normal 
and for All>erta 81 per cent 
normal. 

This means that better than 
average rains will soon have to 
occur if an average crop is to 
be harvested. There is, howev¬ 
er, still time for good rainfall 
to take place to overcome the 
deficiency, for the wheat plant 
does not l>egin to call for abun¬ 
dant moisture until after the 
middle of June. From that time 
forth, however, until harvest, 
its demands can only be describ¬ 
ed as prodigious. 

The following factors have 
tended to raise wheat prices— 
Smaller winter wheat acreage 
many European countries— 
Private Indian wheat estimates 
reduced— Excessive moisture 

several European countries— 
Rain still needed in the Argen¬ 
tine—Dry weather delay field 
work in Australia—Holland pur¬ 
chases Roumanian, Turkish, and 
Argentine Barley —Uruguay 
abolishes wheat import duty 
—Morocco prohibits soft wheat 
exports.

The motorist is running a 
chance, I may rob him.

He may be 
going 500 yards arc he may be 
going 500 miles. One motorisst 
would have taken me to Oregon. 
Hitch-hiking is cheaper than 
taking your own car. Yqu don’t 
have the bother of driving, 
nothing to bother you, often not 
even a ride, 

Having eliminated the ex¬ 
pense of gasoline, there only re¬ 
mains sleeping and eating. 
If these two items could be el¬ 
iminated you could cross the 
continent without cost. 

The Dominion hotel, Ottawa 
is the farmers hotel. Standing 
behind the market it has one of 
the few livery stables in the 
country. They serve green tea, 
big steaks, and when you are 
finished ask you if you have 
bad enough.

When l 
had struggled with three oi 
them, she said, “1 glad you 
came along, for they would 
have spoilt my morning.’” 

An afternoon and evening aro 
too short for Quebec. 1 climbed 
the Citadel for sunset. Several 
hundred of feet benoath, a lazy 
steamer pushed its way up the 
St. Lawrence. 1 watched it 
and then of Wolfe s army. To 
the left lay the plains of Abra¬ 
ham, to the right the walls and 
fortifications of the French 
Rtegime. As the sun set upoft 
the ancient city with its steep 
narrow streets and cobblestone 
pavements, a bugle sounded 
from a nearby baniacks.
